historic interest is scanty,'but the new 
Berlin. Greater Berlin, la a brilliant 
city of villas set 
in a large park, 


where the streets are curved, where 
every vista, invites tho eye, where 
flowers rule and great spaces delight. 
Ten years ago Berlin West, say Char- 
lottcnburg, In 
the, vicinity of the 


Unter den Linden. 


zoological garden, was considered a, 
suburb; today it Is the real Berlin, 
and not the stuffy old town, with its 
dingy houses and not too fragrant 
streets. 


Of course, Unter den Linden will al- 


ways be tho heart of Berlin for the 
tourist, not alone~~because of the blp 
hotels of Frledrichstrasse, Lelpzlger- 
strasse, and the shopping district, but 
because the royal palace, the muse- 
ums, the new cathedral, and the l-.ust- 
garten are at its other end.

tire Insurance. 
Those bills are three of the tour 


parts into which the big bill recom- 
mended by the special recess commit- 
tee was divided at\er its cleteat in the 
assembly, due to^ the adheren s ot 
the governor, because of the l,ke n- 
McGovern tight, joining hands with the 
reactionaries. The bills are calculated 
to materially reduce the fire losses and 
fire insurance rates, which are m manj 
cases higher than is other states. The 
.uovement is substantially the same 
in the field of lire insurance that the 
railroad and public utilities laws were 
in the field of public utilities. 


Health Measure. 


The legislature has passed' a bill 


giving the state board of health au- 
thority to establish bureaus of vital 
statistics, sanitary inspection and en- 
gineering, tuberculosis and contagious 
disease, and public information and 
Pducatoin. 
The bill also provides lor 


dividing the state into five sanitary 
districts and for the appointment of 
tlve deputy state health officers. 
The 


district deputies will have supervision 
over the local health officers and work 
in conjunction with them. 
The 
bill 


is said by the -medical men to be a 
groat preventatlve measure, and a big 
step in public health legislation.

School Boards Must ray at Iieast $40 


Per Montfi Next Tear. 


One of th jtnost important acts of 


the legislature is an eleven word 
amendment of the law relating to 
tlae apportionment of the school fund 
providing that every district in the 
state must pay* at least ?40 per month 
to its teachers nest year and each year 
thereafter if it is to receive its share 
of the state, county and town money. 
The law further provides that a school 
must be maintained in such district 
for a perioC. of eight months. 


Many ot the districts in the .state 


may have entered into'contracts with 
teachers to teach for less than ?40 per 
month. Such districts, if they do not 
wish to forfeit their share of the state, 
county and town money, will be ob- 
liged to raise the salary of the teicher 
to the minimum provided bsr lavj1, for 
though the law says nothing about ex- 
isting contracts it provides that thJ2 dis- 
.trict..clerk must make-affidavit)at"the 
end:'of .th'e..year that a schoolhas

1,000 
miles in the axial'turn of the earth. 


•But this is uot all. The earth makes 


a lournev around, the sun every year. 
and a long but rapid trip it Is. The 
distance of our planet from the sun 
•<ve will put at 92.000.000 miles. This 
Is the radius of the earth's orbit-half 
the diameter of the circle, as we cal. 
It. The whole diameter Is therefore 
184000.000'miles, and the circumfer- 
ence, being the diameter multiplied by 
3 1410 Is about 578.000.00O. 
'This amazlns disrahce-the earth trav- 


els in it«.; yearly Journey, and dividing 
It by 3C5 we find tbe daily speed about 
1580000
